pet eon. Of the matter and: form of Furnaces. 


He matter of Furnaces is various, for they may be made 
either of brick and clay, or clay.alone with whites of Eggs, 
hair, and filings of Iron, (and of thefe, if the clay be fat, are 
made the beft, and moft durable Furnaces) or of Iron, or Cop- 
per caft or forged. The forms alío' of Furnaces are varions.. 
The fitceftform for Difüllation is round; for fo the heat of 
the fire being carryedup equally, diffufeth ic felf every way, 
Which happens not in a Furnace of another figure, as four- 
fquare or triangular, for the corners difperfe and feparare the 
force of the fire. Their magnitude muft be fuch as fhall be fit 
for the receiving of the veflel ; their thicknefs fo great as ne- 
ceffity fhall feem to require ; only thus much obferve;that if they 
; be 
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be made of forged Iron or Copper, they muft be coated with- 
in fide, efpecially if you intend to ufe them for atirong fire, 
They mutt be made with two bottoms diftingnifht, asit were; 
into two forges, the one below which may receive the afhes, 
the other above to contain the fire. The bottom of this upper 
muk either be an Iron grate, or elfe an Iron plate perforated 
with many holes, that fo the afhes may the more eafily fall 
down into the bottom, which otherwife would pnt out the 


nace for Reveiberation, and the Regifter Furnace. In the 
firk and loweft, the afhes arereceived; in the fecond, the fire 
is put ; and; in the third, ofthe Furnace for Reverberation, che 


a femicircular Cover, that fo the heat may be reflected upon the 
Contained matter, The bottom of the third and uppermoft 
partition of the Regifter Furnace muft be either a plate of Iron, 
or a fmooth ftone perforated with holes, having ftopples of 
ftones fitted thereunco, which you may take out or put in,as you 
would have the heat increafed or decreafed. In the top or upper 
part ofall the(e Furnaces where it (hall (eem mok fit,chere muft 
be two or three holes made, that by chem the fmoak may more 
freely país out, and the air let in to make the fire burn the 
flronger, if need require, or elfe which are to be fhut with fop- 
» ples made fit to chem. The mouths of the forementioned parti- 
s tions mult have fhutters, juft like an Ovens. mouth, with which 
you may fhut them clofe, orleave them open if you would 

- havethefire burn ftronger. But in defe&t ofa Furnace, or fit mat- 

$ ter to make one, we may ufe a Kettle, ora Por, fet upon a Tre- 
foot; as we fhall fhew when we cometo give you a defcription 
pi of the Furnace and Veffels.

An artificial hot Bath; made fromthe fame princip Toe 
the natural Bath is. : 


Before I fet down the proces of making afi artificialdtot i 
Bath, I fhall premife fomethings concerning the true nature, 
and original of a hot Bath. Now the clearelt and beft account 
s à that

that Lever heard or read; of the caufe of the heat in Bathes is thae 
which is given by Mounfieur dé Rochas & that in a demonftrative 
Way; His words are thefe : As I was (faith he) wich fome of my 
companions wandring in Savas I tound in the Valicy of Lu- 
' gerne becwixe the Alps ahot fpring; I began to’ confider- the 
Caule of this heat, and whereas: the vulgar opinion is; that the 
heat of Fountains is from Mountains fired within, I faw reafon 
to think the contrary 5 becaufe I faw Snow upon a Mountain 
from whence this hot Spring came, unmelted, which could. 
not poffibly but have been: diflolved by the hot fumes of the 
Mountains, hadthey been fired, Whereupon being unfatisfied, 
I with my companions and other labourers (whom Icould ve- 
ry hardly perfwade to undertake fuch a bufinéfs ; by reafon they 
were afraid that fire would theréupon break forth out-of the ' 
ground and confume us) got tools and fet upon digging to 
find oucrhe true caufe ot the heat of this Fountain. After we 
had dieged 15. dayes (having before perceived the water to be 
hotter and hotter by degrees as we came neerer, to the fource) 
we cameto the original of the heat; where was a great ebulli- 
tion: In three hours more, we dig gged beyond this place. of 
ebullition, and perceived the water to be cold, yet ip the fame, 
: continued fiream with the other that was hot : upon this I be- 
gan to wonder much at the reafon of thefe things. Then I 
carryed co my lodging fome of this hot water (which was both 
faltith 5 and acid). and evaporatedit; and of forty ounces I 
had in the bottom five drams of faitifh matter ; which I then 
yet farther purified, and extracted thence three drams of pure; 
nitrous Hermetick Salt, the other cwo ounces being a flimie fut- 
phurous fubftance : Yet with this I was. not fatisfied, but wich 
my labourers went again to the place, and digged cwelve days: 
more, and then we came to a water which was “inipid 4S ordi-- 


nary. Fountain Water, yet fill in a continned füream with the — 


faltifh and hot water, Ac this I wondred much, . whereupon L 
digged up fome of the earth where the cold, and faltifh ftream,

Rion, how it was,that chis Sulphur-mine was not confumed,iee- 
ing fo much mattter paffeth from it daily : but when I began to 
underftand, how all chings in the eatth did affimilate to rheni- 
felves what(oever was of any kind of affinity to them , as Mines 
convec the Tools of Miners into their ‘own fübltance in a little 
time, and fich likeexperiments of thar nature, I was fatisfied. 
And aftet ali this, 1 nnderftood how this ‘univerfal Salt of the 
World was to be had, ind I could at any time mix it wich waters

Bath'as°good as any natural Bach whitfoever: Note;'that no

-If you would have 
this maís nor to be tranfparent but Opac, you may adde the 
Calx of Tin to it when it is in: melting: as if you wonld make 
Lapis-luzali ; then to your mixture coloured with Wifmat adde 
the Calx of Tin,and chis mixture when icis almoft ready to con- 
geal caltinto a mould, where fome powder of gold hath been 
fcattered, and by this means it will become full of Golden-veins 
very like true Laps-/azuli,which is very plefant to behold, You 
may by thefe forefaid preparations caft what forms of figures 
you pleafe, of what colour you pleafe.

Now the Sperm of any thingis the Elixir, the Balfom of Sul- 
phur, and the fameas Humidem-Radicale is in metals: but to 
- proceed ro.what concerns our purpofe. Four Elements gene-

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rate à Sperm , by the will of God, and imagination of Na- 
rure : For as'the Sperm of a man hath its center, or the 
veflel of its feed inthe Kidneys ; fo the four Elements by their 
indefinent motion (every ome according to its quality) caft 
forth a Sperm into the center of the Earth , where it is dige- 
fted, and by motion is fent abroad, Now the center of the 
Earth is a certain empty place, where nothing can reít: and 
-the four-Elements fend forth their qualities ipto the circum- 
ference of the center. «As a male fends forth his feedinto the 
- womb of the female, which'after it hath received a due porti- 
on Cafts out the reft, fo it happens in the center of thé Earth, 
that the magnetick power ofa part of any place attracts fome- 
thing convenient to it felf, for the bringing forth of fome- 
thing ; and the reft is caít forth into ftones and other excre- 


ments: For every thing hath its original from this Fountain, . 


and there is nothing in the world produced but by this Foun- 
tain: as for example, fet upon an even Table a veífel of water, 
which may be placed in the middle thereof, and round a- 
bout it fet divers things, and divers colours alfo ; Salts, ec. eve- 
£y thing by its felf ; chen. pour che water into.the middle ;- and 
you fhall fee water to run every way, and when any fiream 
roucheth the red colour, it will be made red by ic, if the 
fale, it. will contra& che tafe of falt fromit, and fo of the reft :

of this vapour into diftin&: metals, is chus. This vapour paf- 
feth in its dillillation. through the earth, through places ei- 
ther cold, or hot ; if chrongh hot; and pure; where the fatneís 
of Sulphur fticks to che fides thereof ; then that vapour (which. 
Philofophers call the Mercury of Philofophers) mixeth, and 
joyneth it felf unto that fatnefs, which afterwards ic fub-
